PREFACE 


1993  BLACK  BEAR  HUNTING  AND  HARVEST  REPORT 
Survey  Approach 


Resident  and  nonresident  black  bear  license  holders  were  randomly 
sampled  from  our  license  database.  Hunting  and  harvest  data  were 
acquired  via  telephone  for  resident  license  holders  and  via  a  mail 
survey  for  nonresidents. 

Definitions 


NUMBER  ISSUED . The  total  number  of  black  bear  (or  combination 

licenses  including  bear)  licenses  issued 

HUNTERS . The  number  of  hunters  who  hunted  one  or  more  days 

HUNTER  DAYS . Sum  of  whole  days  or  portions  of  days  hunted 

PERCENT  SUCCESS . The  number  of  hunters  who  killed  a  bear  divided  by 

the  total  number  of  bear  hunters  and  multiplied  by

COMBINATION . Indicates  resident  Sportsman's  Combination  License 

or  nonresident  BIO  Big  Game  Combination  License 

UNKWN . A  symbol  for  unknown  used  to  designate  unknown  sex 

TOTAL  HARVEST . Estimated  total  kill  for  all  age/sex  classes 


Explanations 


The  black  bear  hunting  and  harvest  statistics  are  estimates  made  from 
a  sample  of  7,882  returned  questionnaires  representing  about  29%  of 
the  26,961  black  bear  license  holders.  Confidence-interval  estimates 
are  given  for  hunters,  hunter  days,  and  total  harvest.  Confidence 
intervals  are  given  at  the  80  percent  confidence  level,  meaning  that 
the  actual  value  will  be  between  the  lower  and  upper  limit  in  four  out 
of  five  cases.  The  relative  precision  of  the  estimate  increases  with 
the  size  of  the  estimate.  Statewide  estimates  have  greater  relative 
precision  than  regional  estimates. 

All  estimates  represented  are  rounded  to  the  nearest  whole  number.  It 
is  for  this  reason  that  rows  and  columns  do  not  always  agree  exactly 
with  row  or  column  totals  given. 

There  were  two  changes  in  hunting  regulations  and  districts  beginning 
in  1992  that  affect  the  interpretation  of  these  black  bear  hunting  and 
harvest  statistics.  Region  eight  was  created  and  the  black  bear  license 
was  removed  from  the  nonresident  big  game  combination  license.  Several 
hunting  districts  from  regions  three  and  four  were  combined  to  create 
region  eight  making  hunting  and  harvest  trend  data  for  regions  three  and 
four  not  comparable  between  years  before  and  after  the  creation  of 
region  eight.  The  removal  of  the  black  bear  license  from  the  big  game 
combination  license  was  the  main  reason  there  were  15,036  fewer  bear 
license  holders  in  1992  than  there  were  in  1991.

1993  ARCHERY  HUNTING  AND  HARVEST  REPORT 
Survey  Approach 


Resident  and  nonresident  archery  permit  holders  were  randomly  sampled 
from  our  license  database.  Hunting  and  harvest  data  were  acquired  via 
telephone  for  resident  license  holders  and  via  mail  survey  for 
nonresidents . 

Definitions 


TOTAL  HUNTERS . The  number  of  hunters  who  hunted  one  or  more  days 

HUNTER  DAYS . Sum  of  whole  days  or  portions  of  days  hunted 

PERCENT  SUCCESS . The  number  of  successful  hunters  divided  by  the 

total  number  of  hunters  and  multiplied  by  100 
TOTAL  KILL . Estimated  total  kill  for  all  age/sex  classes 


Explanations 


The  archery  hunting  and  harvest  statistics  are  estimates  made  from  a 
sample  of  3,217  returned  questionnaires  representing  about  13%  of 
the  25,514  archery  permit  holders.  Due  to  the  small  sample  size, 
estimates  are  reported  only  at  the  regional  and  state  level. 

The  antler  statistics  for  mule  deer,  whitetail  deer,  and  elk  are 
actual  frequencies  within  the  sample  and  are  not  expanded  estimates. 

All  estimates  represented  are  rounded  to  the  nearest  whole  number.  It 
is  for  this  reason  that  rows  and  columns  do  not  always  agree  exactly 
with  row  or  column  totals  given. 

In  the  archery  mule  deer  and  whitetail  reports  for  licnese  years  1987 
and  1988,  numbers  for  hunters  and  hunter  days  represented  deer  hunters 
and  were  the  same  for  mule  deer  and  for  whitetail  deer.  Percent 
success  for  mule  deer  and  whitetail  were  separate  estimates  and  were 
calculated  as  mule  deer  or  whitetail  deer  kill  divided  by  total  deer 
hunters  and  multiplied  by  100.  For  license  years  1989  -  1992,  we 
asked  for  days  hunted  for  mule  deer  and  for  whitetail  deer  separately. 
Because  of  this,  the  estimates  for  hunters,  hunter  days,  and  percent 
success  for  the  two  species  are  independent  and  cannot  be  compared 
directly  with  estimates  from  the  previous  two  years.

PREFACE 


1993-1994  MOUNTAIN  LION  HUNTING,  HARVEST,  AND  CHASE  REPORT 
Survey  Approach 


The  mountain  lion  hunting,  harvest,  and  chase  survey  was  conducted  in 
two  phases  for  1993-1994.  A  mountain  lion  hunting,  harvest,  and  chase 
guestionnaire  was  mailed  to  all  1993  mountain  lion  license  holders  at 
the  end  of  the  hunting  or  chase  season  Sep.  15,  1993  through  Feb.  15, 
1994.  Questionnaires  for  the  hunting  or  chase  season  were  returned 
from  1,353  (49%)  of  the  2,765  people  who  purchased  a  mountain  lion 
license.  A  mountain  lion  chase  questionnaire  was  mailed  to  all  1993 
mountain  lion  license  holders  at  the  end  of  the  chase  only  season  Feb. 
16,  1994  through  Apr.  30,  1994.  Questionnaires  for  the  chase  only 
season  were  returned  from  1,029  (37%)  of  the  2,765  people  who  purchased 
a  mountain  lion  license.  Expanded  estimates  of  hunting,  harvest  and 
chase  activities  were  made  from  the  returned  sample.  Frequency 
distributions  were  calculated  for  answers  to  the  hunting  and  harvest 
questions .

Explanations 


The  relative  precision  of  the  estimate  increases  with  the  size  of 
the  estimate.  Regional  estimates  have  greater  relative  precision 
than  district  estimates  and  the  statewide  estimates  have  the 
greatest  relative  precision. 

All  valid  response  data  were  used  in  the  estimates  even  when  some 
data  fields  were  missing.  This  is  the  reason  for  the  unknown 
categories  given  in  the  report.  Chase  activity  in  an  unknown  or 
invalid  hunting  district  within  a  valid  region  is  represented  as 
"RXX"  where  R  is  the  regional  number  1  through  8.  An  unknown 
district  in  an  unknown  region  is  represented  as  "XXX".  The  unknown 
district  or  region  activities  are  still  incorporated  into  the 
regional  or  state  totals  respectively. 

All  estimates  represented  are  rounded  to  the  nearest  whole  number. 
It  is  for  this  reason  that  sums  calcualted  from  the  report  do  not 
always  agree  exactly  with  the  totals  given. 

Several  hunting  districts  from  regions  three  and  four  were  combined 
in  1992  to  create  region  eight.  This  affects  trend  interpretation 
for  the  affected  regions.

1993-1994  TRAPPING  AND  FUR  HARVEST  REPORT 
Survey  Approach 


A  trapping  and  fur  harvest  survey  questionnaire  was  mailed  to  all 
resident  and  nonresident  Trapper's  license  holders.  Questionnaires 
were  returned  from  692  (37%)  of  the  1,884  people  who  purchased 
a  trapper's  license  during  the  1993-1994  trapping  season.  Expanded 
estimates  of  furbearer  trapping,  hunting,  and  harvest  activities 
were  made  from  the  returned  sample.

Explanations 


Several  changes  were  made  in  the  trapping  and  fur  harvest  survey, 
analysis,  and  report  for  1992-1993.  One  major  change  was  that  data 
were  collected  by  county  and  estimates  were  reported  by  county  and  fur 
trapping  district.  In  reports  for  the  trapping  seasons  1989-1990 
through  1991-1992,  Deer,  elk,  bear,  and  lion  hunting  districts  were 
used  and  estimates  were  reported  by  administrative  region.  Reports 
previous  to  1989-1990  used  trapping  districts  which  have  been 
discontinued.  The  second  major  change  was  the  addition  of  six  species 
of  furbearers  to  the  survey  and  report.  The  six  species  added  were 
marten,  fisher,  wolverine,  bobcat,  lynx,  and  otter.  These  six  species 
require  harvest  registration  forms.  The  registration  forms  have  been 
the  primary  source  of  information  for  these  species  in  the  past.  The 
inclusion  of  these  species  in  the  survey  will  give  additional  infor¬ 
mation  on  effort.  Harvest  estimates  for  the  six  "registered"  species 
will  not  always  agree  exactly  with  the  numbers  registered,  because  this 
report  gives  estimates  made  from  a  sample  of  all  trappers.

Another  major  change  in  the  survey  and  report  was  the  addition  of 
hunting  and  houndsman  activities  and  harvest. 

This  report  for  the  1993-1994  trapping  season  is  the  same  format  as 
last  year's  report  for  the  1992-1993  season  except  that  this  report 
includes  an  "OTHER"  species.  Also,  The  questionnaire  for  1993-1994 
was  simplified  in  the  section  requesting  trapping  effort,  and  this  may 
have  resulted  in  more  accurate  reporting  than  in  the  previous  survey. 
This  may  explain  some  of  the  increase  in  trap  days  reported. 

The  relative  precision  of  the  estimate  increases  with  the  size  of 
the  estimate.  Trapping  district  estimates  have  greater  relative 
precision  than  county  estimates  and  the  statewide  estimates  have  the 
greatest  relative  precision. 

Questionnaire  response  data  with  missing  or  invalid  county  information 
was  still  used  in  the  analysis  and  is  reported  as  "DIST.

TRAPPING  REGULATIONS 


1993 


STATE  OF  MONTANA 


DEFINITIONS 

Furbearing  animals  as  defined  by  the  law  are  marten  or  sable,  otter,  muskrat,  fisher,  mink, 
bobcat,  lynx,  wolverine,  northern  swift  fox,  and  beaver.  ONLY  RESIDENTS  MAY  TRAP 
FURBEARERS.  LICENSE  REQUIRED. 

Predatory  animals  are  coyote,  weasel,  skunk  and  civet  cat.  LICENSE  REQUIRED  ONLY 
FOR  NONRESIDENT  TRAPPERS. 

Nongame  wildlife  means  any  wild  animal  not  otherwise  legally  classified  by  statute  or  regu¬ 
lation  in  Montana.  Examples  of  nongame  wildlife  with  commercial  value  are  badger,  rac¬ 
coon,  and  red  fox.  LICENSE  REQUIRED  ONLY  FOR  NONRESIDENT  TRAPPERS. 

Fur  dealer  defined  as  any  person  or  persons,  firm,  company  or  corporation  engaging  in  car¬ 
rying  on,  or  conducting  wholly  or  in  part  the  business  of  buying  or  selling,  trading,  or  dealing 
within  the  State  of  Montana,  in  the  skins  or  pelts  of  any  animal  or  animals,  designated  by  the 
laws  of  Montana  as  furbearing  or  predatory  animals,  shall  be  deemed  a  fur  dealer  within  the 
meaning  of  the  act.  If  such  fur  dealer  resides  in  or  if  his  or  its  principal  place  of  business  is 
within  the  State  of  Montana,  he  or  it  shall  be  deemed  a  resident  fur  dealer.  All  other  fur  deal¬ 
ers  shall  be  deemed  nonresident  fur  dealers. 

Licenses:  Licenses  are  available  from  Department  of  Fish,  Wildlife  and  Parks  offices  in  Ka- 
lispell,  Missoula,  Bozeman,  Great  Falls,  Billings,  Glasgow,  Miles  City,  and  Helena. 

General  Trapper:  $20;  available  only  to  resident  conservation  license  holders  13  years  of 
age  or  older. 

Youth  Trapper:  $3;  available  only  to  resident  conservation  license  holders  6  through  12 
years  of  age.  Valid  for  mink  and  muskrat. 

Landowner  Trapper:  $1;  applicants  must  give  legal  description  of  land  owned  or  leased, 
name,  address,  and  resident  conservation  license  number. 

Nonresident  C2  Predator  and  Nongame  Wildlife  Trapper:  $250;  available  only  to  nonresi¬ 
dents  conservation  license  holders,  13  years  of  age  or  older,  whose  state  of  residence  has 
nonresident  trapper  licenses  available  to  Montana  trappers. 

Fur  Dealer’s  License:  Resident  Fur  Dealer  —  $10;  Fur  Dealer  Agent  —  $10;  Nonresident 
Fur  Dealer  —  $50. 

GENERAL  REGULATIONS 

Indian  Reservations:  Tribal  governments  may  have  adopted  trapping  regulations  within  the 
exterior  boundaries  of  their  respective  reservations.  Trappers  should  be  aware  that  tribal 
regulations  may  differ  from  the  statewide  trapping  regulations  adopted  by  the  Montana  De¬ 
partment  of  Fish,  Wildlife  and  Parks  Commission.  The  question  of  state-tribal  jurisdiction 
has  not  been  resolved. 

Permission:  Resident  trappers  must  obtain  permission  of  landowners  before  trapping  on 
private  land.  Nonresidents  must  obtain  written  permission  from  the  landowner,  lessee  or  his 
agent  before  trapping  or  snaring  predatory  and  nongame  wildlife  on  private  property. 

Hunting:  Bobcat,  wolverine  and  lynx  may  be  taken  by  hunting  (M.C.A.  Sec.  87-2-601).  See 
regulations  for  bobcat  and  lynx  for  further  information  on  means  of  taking  these  species. 

Dogs:  Dogs  may  be  used  to  take  bobcat,  but  no  other  animals  defined  by  law  as  furbearing 
animals. 
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GENERAL  REGULATIONS  (cont.) 


Identification:  Metal  identification  tags  that  bear  the  name  and  address  of  the  trapper  must 
be  fastened  to  all  traps  and  snares.  Tags  should  be  attached  to  the  end  of  the  snare,  chain, 
or  other  anchoring  material  at  the  end  farthest  from  the  portion  of  the  device  which  holds  the 
animal.  Snares  must  also  have  telephone  numbers  included  on  the  tag.  Landowners  who 
trap  with  permit  on  their  own  lands  and  irrigation  rights-of-way  contiguous  to  their  land  do 
not  need  to  tag  traps  or  snares. 

Snares:  It  is  unlawful  to  set  snares  on  private  property  without  the  landowner’s  consent. 
Snares  must  be  set  in  a  manner  and  at  a  time  so  as  not  to  duly  endanger  livestock.  A  trapper 
who  injures  livestock  in  a  snare  is  liable  for  damages. 

Preserves,  Parks  Department  Lands:  All  state  game  preserves  are  open  to  trapping.  Trap¬ 
ping  on  Department  of  Fish,  Wildlife  and  Parks’  lands  will  be  allowed  by  written  authorization 
of  the  area  manager  or  a  department  employee  on  lands  not  having  a  resident  manager. 
Beaver  Creek  Park  open  to  trapping  by  permission  only  obtained  from  Hill  County  Park 
Board. 

Live  Furbearers:  Live  furbearing  animals  may  not  be  possessed  except  under  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  the  fur  farm  or  roadside  zoo  permits.  It  is  unlawful  to  capture  wild  furbearers  for  fur 
farm  stock. 

Closures:  All  National  Parks,  National  Wildlife  Refuges,  and  Indian  Trust  or  Tribal  Trust 
lands  are  closed  to  trapping  except  as  otherwise  specified.  Permits  to  trap  on  National  Wild¬ 
life  Refuges  may  be  issued  by  the  Refuge  Manager. 

Pelt  Possession:  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  fur  dealer  or  fur  dealer  agent  to  purchase  or 
possess  any  untagged  bobcat,  fisher,  marten,  otter,  wolverine  or  lynx  pelt,  except  those 
untagged  furs  originating  outside  Montana,  when  accompanied  by  an  export  permit  or  other 
documentation  of  lawful  acquisition. 

Export:  A  federal  export  permit  is  required  in  addition  to  a  Montana  state  tag  before  the  pelts 
of  bobcat,  lynx,  and  otter  may  be  exported  from  the  United  States.  Apply  to  U.S.  Fish  and 
Wildlife  Service,  600  Central  Plaza,  Room  209,  Great  Falls,  MT  59401 . 

Carcasses  (Wolverine,  Fisher,  and  Swift  Fox):  It  is  mandatory  that  the  entire  and  intact  car¬ 
cass  (including  pelt),  of  all  wolverine  and  fisher  be  turned  in  to  the  Department  of  Fish,  Wild¬ 
life  and  Parks  in  good  condition,  at  the  time  the  pelt  is  presented  for  tagging.  Good  condition 
is  defined  as  fresh  or  frozen  and  securely  wrapped  in  such  a  manner  as  to  have  prevented 
decomposition  in  order  that  all  tissue  samples  shall  be  suitable  for  lab  analysis.  Any  wolver¬ 
ine  or  fisher  pelt  that  is  presented  for  tagging  without  the  carcass  in  good  condition  shall  be 
subject  to  confiscation. 

Complete  carcass  (including  pelt)  of  accidentally  trapped  swift  fox  must  be  turned  in  to  Fish, 
Wildlife  and  Parks  personnel  if  animal  cannot  be  released  alive. 

Destroying  Muskrat  and  Beaver  Houses:  It  is  unlawful  for  any  person  to  willfully  destroy, 
open  or  leave  open,  a  house  of  muskrat  or  beaver,  except  that  this  shall  not  prohibit  trapping 
in  the  house  of  muskrats  when  authorized  by  the  Commission. 

Checking  and  Placing  Traps:  T raps  should  be  checked  at  least  once  every  48  hours.  It  is  the 
trapper’s  responsibility  to  check  his/her  traps  regularly.  Failure  to  pick  up  snares  or  traps  at 
the  end  of  the  trapping  season  or  attending  them  in  a  manner  that  wastes  furbearing  animals 
constitutes  a  misdemeanor. 

To  prevent  accidental  trapping  of  raptors,  no  trap  may  be  set  within  30  feet  of  an  exposed 
carcass  placed  in  a  manner  that  can  be  seen  by  soaring  raptors.  EXEMPTION:  trappers  em¬ 
ployed  or  contracted  by  a  government  agency  in  the  official  performance  of  their  duties.  An 
exposed  carcass  is  defined  as  the  meat  or  viscera  of  a  mammal,  bird  or  fish,  or  any  part 
thereof  more  than  one  pound  in  weight.  Bleached  bones  are  excluded. 

It  is  unlawful  to  disturb  traps  or  trapped  animals  belonging  to  another  trapper  without  per¬ 
mission.  Penalties  are  the  same  as  set  forth  below.

GENERAL  REGULATIONS  (cont.) 


Penalties:  Persons  convicted  of  knowingly  taking,  possessing  or  transporting  furbearers  or 
pelts  in  violation  of  the  rules  or  laws,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  $50  or  more  than  $1 ,000, 
imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  for  not  more  than  6  months,  or  both.  In  addition,  such  person 
shall  forfeit  his  privilege  to  hunt,  fish  or  trap  for  not  less  than  24  months.  Civil  restitution  from 
$1 00  to  $500  may  be  assessed  for  each  illegal  animal  or  pelt. 

Taking  of  fur  animals  during  the  open  season  by  any  means  other  than  trapping  or  snar¬ 
ing  is  prohibited,  unless  otherwise  stated. 

Tagged  Furbearers:  A  number  of  furbearing  animals  have  been  ear  tagged  for  scientific 
study.  If  one  of  these  animals  is  captured,  please  notify  the  nearest  game  warden  or  regional 
office  of  the  tag  number  or  numbers  and  the  locality  of  the  capture. 

Recorded  or  Electronic  Devices:  It  is  unlawful  to  use  any  recorded  or  electrically  amplified 
bird  or  animal  calls  or  sounds  or  imitations  of  bird  or  animal  calls  or  sounds  to  assist  in  the 
hunting,  taking,  killing  or  capturing  of  any  wildlife  except  predatory  animals.  (M.C.A.,  Sec. 
87-3-108.) 

Criminal  Trespass  to  Property:  Montana  law  states  that  lands  can  be  closed  to  the  public 
either  by  posting  the  land  or  through  verbal  communication  by  landowners  or  their  agents. 
However,  even  if  lands  are  not  posted,  trappers  are  advised  to  seek  landowner  permission 
before  pursuing  any  activities  on  private  lands.  If  permission  is  granted,  the  landowner  may 
revoke  the  permission  by  personal  communication  at  any  time. 

Disposal  of  Trapped  Non-Target  Species:  Protected  birds  or  animals  found  alive  in  traps, 
and  minimally  injured  shall  be  released  on  site.  Trapped  species  in  need  of  rehabilitation 
shall  be  removed  and  immediately  reported  to  a  Fish,  Wildlife  and  Parks  office,  local  warden, 
or  biologist  for  disposition.  Dead  raptors,  big  game  species,  and  furbearing  animals  during 
closed  season  should  be  left  at  the  trapping  site  and  shall  be  immediately  reported  to  a  Fish, 
Wildlife  and  Parks  office  or  field  personnel  for  disposition.  When  either  a  Fish,  Wildlife  and 
Parks  office  or  field  personnel  cannot  be  reached,  trappers  may  report  the  above  informa¬ 
tion  by  calling  1  -800-332-61 1 7. 

QUOTAS/SEASON  CLOSURES 

Trappers  may  call  toll  free  1-800-332-6117  during  the  trapping  season  to  obtain  current  in¬ 
formation  on  districts  which  have  reached  the  quotas.  Current  harvest  information  may  be 
obtained  by  calling  the  appropriate  Fish,  Wildlife  and  Parks  Regional  headquarters  during 
normal  business  hours. 

PELT  TAGGING 

Beaver  pelts  taken  within  T rapping  Districts  1,2,  and  3  must  be  tagged  by  Fish,  Wildlife  and 
Parks  personnel  residing  in  the  district  where  taken  prior  to  sale  or  transfer,  or  within  1 0  days 
following  the  closure  of  the  applicable  season.  Untagged  pelts  will  be  subject  to  confisca¬ 
tion.  Beaver  pelts  taken  in  Trapping  Districts  4,  5,  6  and  7  do  not  require  tagging. 

Otter,  marten  and  wolverine  pelts,  must  be  tagged  by  the  Fish,  Wildlife  and  Parks  personnel 
residing  in  the  district  where  pelts  were  taken  no  later  than  10  days  after  close  of  the  open 
season. 

Bobcat,  lynx,  and  fisher  pelts  must  be  tagged  by  Fish,  Wildlife  and  Parks  personnel  residing 
in  the  trapping  district  where  killed,  within  72  hours  of  taking.  The  species,  trapping  district, 
date  and  tag  number  will  be  permanently  recorded  on  the  back  of  the  trapper’s  license  when 
pelts  are  tagged.  T rappers  or  hunters  unable  to  comply  with  the  tagging  requirements  due  to 
special  or  unique  circumstances  must  report  their  harvest  to  the  proper  regional  office  or  by 
calling  1  -800-332-61 1 7  during  office  hours  (8  a.m.  to  5  p.m.)  within  72  hours  of  taking.  Pelts 
not  registered  or  presented  to  department  personnel  within  72  hours  are  subject  to  confisca¬ 
tion. 
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FUR  ANIMAL  SEASONS 

The  state  has  been  divided  into  seven  legally  described  trapping  districts,  designated  by 
numbers,  wherein  the  season  dates,  limits,  and  species  of  furbearers  which  may  be  taken 
are  specified. 

Mink:  Open  Season:  November  1 . 1 993  through  December  31 . 1 993:  Trapping  Districts  1 , 2, 

3,  4,  5,  6  and  7. 

Muskrat:  Open-Season:  November  1 . 1 993  through  April  1 5. 1 994:  T rapping  Districts  1,2,3, 

4,  and  5  inclusive,  except  Freezout  Wildlife  Management  Area  and  Upper  Madison  Beaver 
Management  Area.  (See  SPECIAL  REGULATIONS.)  November  1.  1993  through  April  15.

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LICENSES  &  GENERAL  INFORMATION 


A  sportsperson  may  purchase  only  one  black  bear  license 
per  year. 

Black  bear  licenses  are  available  at  all  Fish,  Wildlife  and 
Parks  offices  and  most  license  agents  throughout  the 
state. 

A  sportsperson  may  legally  take  one  black  bear  per  li¬ 
cense  year.  Female  bears  with  young  and  individual  cubs 
may  not  be  harvested. 

All  districts  listed  below  shall  be  open  to  hunting  of  black 
bear  of  either  sex. 

The  black  bear  license,  properly  validated,  must  be  at¬ 
tached  to  the  animal  immediately  upon  kill.  The  license  is 
to  remain  attached  to  the  hide  until  tanned. 

Evidence  of  sex  must  remain  naturally  intact  to  the  hide. 

A  sportsperson  harvesting  a  black  bear  must,  if  required 
by  the  department,  physically  go  back  to  the  kill  site  for 
inspection. 

It  is  illegal  to  bait  bears  or  to  hunt  bears  with  dogs. 


There  is  no  ARCHERY  ONLY  season  for  black  bear. 

It  is  unlawful  to  sell  or  purchase  any  part  of  a  black  bear 
except  as  specifically  permitted  by  the  laws  of  Montana. 
The  sale  or  purchase  of  hides,  heads  or  mounts  of  lawfully 
killed  black  bear  is  not  prohibited. 

The  penalty  for  the  unlawful  sale  may  be  subject  to  a  fine 
of  $10,000  and/or  imprisonment  in  the  state  prison  for  a 
term  of  one  year. 

All  Wildlife  Management  Areas  in  administrative  regions 
1 , 2, 3,  4  and  5  are  closed  to  public  entry  from  the  day  fol¬ 
lowing  the  end  of  general  deer/elk/bear  season,  or  De¬ 
cember  1 ,  whichever  is  later,  to  May  15  each  year. 

All  National  Wildlife  Refuges  are  closed  to  black  bear 
hunting. 

Trichinella  Testing  -  This  testing  is  optional  and  free-of- 
charge.  Send  one-third  of  the  tongue  or  equal  size  muscle 
tissue  to:  Dr.  David  E.  Worley,  Veterinary  Research  Lab, 
MSU,  Bozeman,  MT  59717. 


MANDATORY  REPORTING  REQUIREMENTS 

•  Within  ten  (10)  days  of  harvesting  a  black  bear,  the  suc¬ 
cessful  sportsperson  must  present  to  an  official  of  the  de¬ 
partment  within  the  administrative  region  where  the  kill 
was  made,  the  bear  skull  for  purposes  of  removal  of  a 
tooth  (for  aging). 


THERE  IS  NO  GRIZZLY  BEAR  HUNTING  SEASON 

•  Any  accidental  taking  of  a  grizzly  bear  shall  be  reported 
within  five  (5)  days  of  occurrence,  to  the  Director,  Mon¬ 
tana  Department  of  Fish,  Wildlife  and  Parks,  1420  East 
Sixth  Avenue,  Helena,  MT  59620,  and  to  the  U.S.  Fish  and 
Wildlife  Service,  Division  of  Law  Enforcement,  P.O.  Box 
25486,  DFC,  Denver,  Colorado  80225.

Tips  to  avoid  bear  conflicts  after  you  harvest 

your  deer  or  elk 

•  Move  carcass  away  from  viscera. 

•  If  possible,  leave  carcass  in  an  open  area. 

•  Cover  with  branches  to  protect  from  birds. 

•  Hang  meat  if  possible. 

•  Leave  article  of  clothing  on  meat. 

•  When  returning,  make  noise  and  approach  from  up¬ 
wind  or  most  visible  route. 

•  If  a  bear  is  on  the  carcass,  leave  the  area  and  con¬ 
tact  a  local  game  warden. 

•  In  camp;  keep  a  clean  camp  and  hang  meat  away 
from  sleeping  area.
